Many requests have come for the 
best method of saving spare-ribs and 
back-bones, which country people 
have in large quantities at hog-kill- 
ing time. In Kentucky, weather is 
00 variable that a few days of higher 
iMoperature may occur at any time

they acquire a bed flavor 
wnm§Uj. The

and waste, also much sickness from 
excessive use of fresh imeat. 

For several weeks after hog-killing 
country people eat fresh pork three 
times a day in order to use the sup- 
ply before it spoils.

Thie arraass- 
ment is effective after Novepber tl, 
as the date li^mit of November 81 for 
niailing Christmas parcels overseas 
has been extended to November 30, 
inclusive, as the location of certain 
divisions of our troops has prevented 
the prompt distribution and dispatch 
of Christmas labels from members to 
their relatives at home. 

The Third Assistant Postmaster 
General has issued the tollowlns 
notice about the matter : 

"The nearest relative of any mem-

This committee, through the liber- 
ality of Bourbon citizens, has fully 
discharged their original purpose and 
every Bourbon County select as well 
as volunteers in the service, have 
been the recipients of these com- 
forting gifts from the Tobacco Fund 
Committee, throughout the duration 
of the war. 

The committee has not confined its 
efforts alone to tobaccos however, 
but in many cases has supplied 
candies, toilet articles, wearing ap- 
parel, etc., to say nothing of the meals 
and lodging furnished on different oc- 
casions. Then too. the Soldiers' Tobac- 
co Fund Committee bas thoughtfully, 
and moat appropriately, q^t quite 
a sum of money for iwwevs for the 
graves of all our boys who have died 
m ftuny training camps recently. The 
game fand has also provided badges 
and other n«<?essary incidental sup- 
plies for Bourbon selects. 

The Soldiers Tobacco Fund Com- 
mittee, composed from the beginning 
of Messrs. Bruce Miller, Pearce P^tpi) 
and Lewis T. Lilleston, while having 
almost served the purpose for which 
it was originated,! am told, fai entirely 
free from debt, and for several 
has been quietly continuing its ef- 
forts for snbscriptions for tbe pur- 
pose of erecting a durable and 
suitable monument in Paris to the 
memory of Bourbon's patriots whose 
lives were given in dtfease of their 
country. 

The committee has gone about its 
work quietly, due to their desire not 
to interfere with the present War 
Work Campaign, and thfey expect 
soon to unfold to the people of Bour>- 
bon County their future aims and 
purposes.

Ky., to be held at Paris on December 
14, to fill the position of rural car- 
rier at Paris and vacancies that may 
later occur on rural routes from other 
postoffices in the above-mentioned 
county. The examination will be 
open only to male citizens who are 
actually domiciled in the territMT of 
a postoffice in the county and who 
meet the other reqi^rements set foffth' 
in Form No. 1977. This form- dad 
application blanks may be obtained 
fropi the offices mentioned above or 
from the United States Civil Service 
Commiasion at Washington, D. C. Ap- 
plications should be forwarded to the 
Commission at Washington at the 
earliest practicable date. Applica- 
tions may be had by callipg on W. 
C. Clark of W. M. Cooper, examiners^ 
at Paris postoffice. 

During the continuance of the 
present war the Commission will, in 
accordance with the request of the 
Postoffice Department, admit WCSMOI 
to rural carrier exapBlaattoaa. .opea 
the same conditions as men. . 

The vacancy tor . which this exam- 
ination is caueed by the enlistment 
of the carrier fbrmerly employed on 
the route. Upon his honorable dis- 
charge from the military service of 
the Government he will be entitled 
to reinstatement to his former posi- 
tion as carrier on this route in ac- 
cordance with the statute approved 
July 28, 1916. which is as follows: 

"Any postal employee who has en- 
tered the {military service of the 
United States or who shall hereafter 
enter It shall, upon being hanorably 
discharged therefrom, be permitted to 
resume his posltfcm In the poetal de- 
partment which he left to enter such 
service." 

However, any person appointed to 
this position may. in the discretion 
of the Postoffice Department, be as- 
lilgned to other parts of the postal 
t^ervice; of tr^msferred to other 
branches of the claf^iAed service foy 
which be is eligible.

They are featured by several 
of the London morning newspapers 
as creating an uncertain situation 
which is rendered more doubtful by 
accounts of :.the. activity of^ German 
propagandiata hi ^araail janoBtrieB. 

The fear aMrfal^;l»t]Hit the former 
Emperor :wmil* anoabr or later be- 
come ithe center of a reactionary 
movement In Germany when the pres- 
ent revolution stoifm has blown over 
and the advocates of this view conse- 
quently fear his' return to his former 
empire. 

The Daily Express sees the possi- 
bility of a plot to trick the Allies a-nd 
create a federation far exceeding in 
strength and resources the former 
German empire. In the course of a 
long article this newspaper contends 
that the former Emperor is back of 
Chancellor Sbiurt. lOrmer Chancellor 
Maxmillian ^ Bfdea and Field Jdar- 
shal ^n Rlndeiibnrg, and It la^ em- 
phasis npon the ~ fact that the. Bin- 
peror Signed no formal abdication and 
Issued no valedictory (message. 

A number of leading Allied diplo- 
mats and statesmen. Including Lord 
Robert Cecil, Under SeCTetary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, believe that 
something is brewing in Germany in 
the. direction of a plot to trap the 
Allies, the Express declares. The 
facts appear to indicate, it adds, the 
existence of a plan to foment social 
revolutions in Holland and -Switzer- 
land and possibly in Sweden through 
pro-German agitators. It is also de- 
sired, according to these indieationa, 
the newsphper dedarae. to foment so- 
•clal rerohiUon In Allied eountrles, 
proTide for the eYentual return of the 
formMT Bmpenur of jQermany, the re- 
storation of the bid regime and the 
foliation of a greatly extended Ger- 
man federation. 

Such a federation with William 
Hohenzollern at its head, the Express 
argues, would carry the seed of an- 
other world war. It insists that the 
former Emperor must be seized and 
his activities prevented.

CooMquently 
Department Justice ollldals haVo 
wamM that the public sMuld re= 
main watchful against resumption of 
organized propaganda by interests 
formerly actively pro-QermMi aad for 
the past year passive. 

Concerted movement Is apparent, 
officials say, in utterances of many 
individuals, a few organizatio^ns for- 
merly active for German interests 
and some newspapers. There is no 
organized leadership, it is believe^^ 
but local interests have taken their 
cue from offleli^ pleas from Germany 
for leniency to annlstle^ «n4 final 
peace terms. / • - ' 

The inte r ests of the (Sovemment 
agento eombatting enemy propagan<la 
at this time Is not to suppress free 
expression of opinion, it is explained, 
but to fight any concrete propagan- 
dists whose purpose would be to con- 
found the authorized spokesmen of 
the nation in forthcoming peace ne- 
gotiations. OfBcials say during the 
reconstruction period, there may be 
considerable danger from enemy 
propaganda working to make the na- 
tion forget Gennany's course during 
the war.
